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THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 

We present elsewhere a full text of the 
messege of Governor Henry D. McDaniel. 
It is a plain, simple, unpretentious docu- 
ment, and in this respect, we trust it will 
commend itselt to the attention of the gover- 
nor’s successors. Such documents are too 
often made the vehicle of gush and buncombe 
which mean nothing and amount to nothing. 
The message of Governor McDaniel is not 
lacking in the dignity which simplicity in- 
variably imparts, and itis a model of terse- 
nets that amounts to comprehensiveness. It 
is the report of the’ steward of the state’s 
interests to the representatives of the state, 
and, from beginning to end, there is not a 
word too much. 

The genearal condition of affairs in the 
state is briefly reviewed, and, while the goy- 
erpor finds some cause for complaint on the 
part of the people with respect to the relative 
shortness of crops and the existing business 
depression, he is disposed to take a hopeful 
and cheerful view of the prospects. This 
view is fully warranted by the facts. The 
people of no section of the country have pros- 
percd me than those of Georgia dur ng the 
past twel\e years, and no state or community 
bas been | ss seriously affected by the depres- 
sion in business. While there has been an 
increase in the punishment of crime, there 
“has been no increase in crime itself—showing 
that the machinery of the law is more efticient 
than ever | e ore. 

‘The finances of the state are shown to bein 
a bealthy condition, and the attention of the 
legislature is called to the fact that provision 
will bave to be made for payment or funding 
of the bonds which mature next year and the 
_ yearafter. The governor says that the con- 

-itions under whieh the state ie called upon 
to provide for these bonds are exceptionably 
favorable. The reduction of the state debt is 
_ Steady and rapid, while the resources of the 


lalidvein 1886 wiil be a much larger amouat, 
provided the new bonds are of long date. 

The governor also calls attention to the 
pressing necessity for an assessment law, or 
for some change ia the existing laws that will 
compel citizens to return their taxable prop- 
erty at something like its true vaiue. The 
evasion of taxation by underyaluation on the 
part of property-owners is something enor- 
mous, andit is an evasion that not only 
practically robs the state treasury but is-uao- 
just to that Jarge class of citizens who fiad 
themselves unable or unwilling to put their 
consciences in a bag while they are swearing 
to the value of their property. This matter 
was brought to the attention of the last lez- 
islature, but, in the midst of much unneces- 
sary and costly piddling, nothing was done 
in the direction of revising the tax ‘aws. 

The evil to which Governor McDaniel calls 
attention isacrying one. It effects more or 
less injuriously every ¢itizen who is disposed 
to deal honestly with the state in making re- 
turnsof his property; forif true returns 
were made of all the property, taxation 
in Georgia could be promptly reduced to a 
mere tominal sum, calculated to burde. no 
one. Theillustratious which the governor 
gives are worthy of study. The ciuzens of 
Atlanta were assessed for city purposes, in 
1884, on reai estate, to the amount of $21,116- 
208, and returned in personalty $8,-933,052, 
—an aggregate of $30, 050,250. TFaltou 
county, comprising all the people and prop- 
erty of Atlanta, and many thousands of pros- 
perous population, and millions of property 
in addition, weturped under our lovse sys- 
tem $17,801,845 realty, and $12,934,820 in per- 
sonaity—an peg regate of $30,736, 160. 

The citizens of Savannah were assessed, for 
city purposes, on realiy in 1884, upoa $12.- 
516,202, and returned personality to the 
amount of $7,145,112—an 
$19,651,314; while the county of 
returned for state and county purposes, in 
1884. $10,513,054 in realty, and $9,924,929 in 
perscnalty—an aggregate of $20,457,983, The 
citizens of Augusta were assessed, for city 
purposes, the present year, on real estate 
alom+, to the amount of $11,305,860. The 
same citizens returned for state and county 
tuxation, for the same year, real estate to the 
amonnt of $5 126,250. 

Efiorts have been made to remedy the evil, 
but these have proved ineffectual for the 
mort part. In view of all the facts, the gov- 
ernor suggests that valuation be made by 
local boards of assessment appointed by the 
grand jury, or by the judge of the 
superior court. Any comparative inequality 
in the basis of valuation adopted by the 
diflerent counties could be revised and equal- 
ized.by the comptroller general, assisted by 
the attorney general and the state treasurer. 

With respect to the railroad commission, 
Governor McDaniel goes at once to the bot- 
toni of the queston by declaring that it isa 
practical and not a theoretical question. The 
amendment to the law suggested by the com- 
mission, the governor thinks should be made.

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A DYNAMITE EXPLOSION. 


The Country Shaken up for Twenty Miles 
Around, 

READING, Pa., November 6.—The dynamite 
works of Stump & Co., three-four h of a mile from 
Stoachsbureg village, 5,000 inhabitants, blew up this 
evening, shaking the country a distance of 10 to 
20 miles. The works consisted of frame buildings, 
timber which were sent flying in all directioas, 
nothing remaining but the foundation. All the 
men in the building were killed. 
The cause of the explosion will never be 
known. The names of the _ kiiled are 
Frank Staatz, married, 30 years; Frank Kapp. 21 
years, single; Joseph Kranz, 25, single. The 
buildings contained an unusual quautity of 
dyiamite, hence the terrific shock was heurd as 
»r east as Keuding, nearly twenty miles away 
The wincows were broken in nany houses in 
-teachbsburg; people were knocked off their feet 
aid mirrois and pictures were shaken off the 
walls, A chureh and several houses 
were unroofed. The victims were literally blowa 
to atoms. At? oberon, 16 miles from stoachburzg.

Fe ruson & (0.’s furnace stack, which they were 
relining with new fire bricks, The stuck was 
probably 100 feet high,and the work was nearly 
‘ompiend., Ten, some say tifteen men, were in 
the stack, some at the bottom, others ou 
ihe sesflolding above, Just as the shock 
of dynamite explosion was felt, the stack quiv- 
ered. A rumbiing noise, followed immediately 
byagreat deluge of bricks, completely buryiog 
‘ix men inthe bottom of the stack. If not iu 
Stantly killed they will be burned to death, as the 
Ste foiding is burbing, ana they cannot be-reach dd, 
The nemes of the buried mep-are: John Weuricn.

A DEMONSTRATION IN INDIANA. 

This has been a day of uuparalieled excitement, 
surpesting even the experience following the elec- 
tion of 1576.

At the 
titne of Smith's arrest he was not suspected of 
being a horse thief, but subsequently he con- 
jested that he had etolen the hore, and 
vas taken back to Dahlonega, where 
be was jailed. A few days ago the Lumpkin 
fuperior court gave him twelve years in the 
pt pitentisry. 

Yesterdry while in the city prison Smith 
pgain acknowledged his guilt: and electrified 
these about him by saying that he was a 
member of a-reguiarly and thoroughly or- 
gevized band of horse thieves. Subsequent to 
these staten «nts made to the officer, a Constr- 
TUTION reporter had a talk with Smith. 
Smith is about twenty-five’ years 
of age and is rather a good looking young man. 
ie is sbout five feet ten inches tall and waighs 
abot one hundred and sixty pounds. He has 
an cary, gracein!) cassiage, and attires himself 
in neat, stylish apparel. His face is a pleas- 
ant one, and gives no indication ef his thiey- 
ing propensities, 

“Yes,” he said, in response to a question, 
“J did sey thet I belonged to an organized 
band of horse thieves, and I told the truth.” 

‘Where does your band operate? Where 


| are your headquarters ?”’ 


‘We have uo headquarters. Wherever we 
are we remain only a short time, and only two 
or three of us are together at atime. We op- 
erate in Georgia, Alabama aud Tennessee, and 
have bee Db very successful ve 

“How old is the band, and how long have 
you been a member?” 

‘“‘T have belonged to itonly a year or two, 
but the band is an oldone. It has members 
who have been stealing horses for twenty or 
thirty years &! d have frequently been right 
where lam going. Sending a horse thief to 
the penitentiary does not make him an honest 
men, Strange #s it may seem to you there 13 
something fascinating about the 
life. The first time a man 
steals a bo e he is scared nearly to death, but 
the next time he feels easier, and finally he 
goes aboutit as CPsy and nice as car be. Then 
there is en excitement in it. When a man 
stcnisa horse be takes a chance of being shot 
wed, he takes chances of being captured and 
rent to the per itentiary and he takes chances 
of being ~ Jynehed.

AN IMPORTANT CONVENTION OF 
THE MILI“aRyY. 


The Convention of Ciiz-. Bolciers Meets in the Ar- 
mory of the Gate Oity Guard—Colonel C. Ww, 
An¢éerson,of Savannah, Elected Presi - 
cent-A Hanesome Gatneriag. 


Yesterday morning the military convention 
aseembled in the armory of the Gate City 
Guerd, and at 11 o’clock was called to order bv

J. D. Ponder, of Rome, was elected sec- 
retary end Mr. Price Gilbert of Columbas, 
Captain Adams of Eatonton, and Quartermaster 
Frank Arnold of the Governor’s Horse Guards 
were appointed assistant secretaries. 

On motion of Mr. Garrard, of Savannah, the 
several posts were requested to hand in a list 
of the delegations, so the secretaries could re 
vise the lists. The chairman directed that the 
convention take a recess until this was done. 

On being called to order the convention 


passed a resolution inviting the members of 


the press to seats on the floor. On motion, the 
governor aud his staff were invited to attend 
the convention, and a committee was ap- 
“pina d to cell upon the governor and notify 

im of the mvitation and request his attend- 
ance. The committee was appointed as fol- 
lows: Captain Capers, Colonel Wyly and Cap- 
tain Bass. The committee retired to perform 
its duty, end on its return stated that the gov- 
ernor could not be present on account of very 
pressing engagements.
